Ohie Republicans.

CoLumBus, June 17.—The second 
day of the Ohio Republican State 
Convention opened with prayer, after 
which the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was presented and adopt- 
ed. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization reported the name of 
Generai Bushnell for permanent chair- 
man of the convention. His address 
was brief. 

Nominations were then declared in 
order, and ex-Governor Foraker arose 
to present the name of William Mc- 
Kinley for Governor. When he ap- 
peared the delegates fairly went wild 
with enthusiasm. Foraker said: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention, I 
have now a pleasing duty to perform. 
This contest upon which we are about 
to enter is to be in some respects of 
unusual character. Not only is the 
_ Governorship of Ohio at stake, but 
the contest involves more than the 
Governorship, more than the General 
Assembly, more than the public in- 
stitutions. It reaches into national 
politics. A United States Senator 
will depend upon its result, and more 
important still than all this, it will 


. determine whether Ohio is to go into 
the great national contest of 1892 at 
the head of the Republican or at the 
head of the Democratic column. 
[Applause.}] We shall win this fight. 
But we must not be content with win- 
ning it. We must win it triumph- 
antly, decisively, overwhelmingly, and 
to that end we must select for our 
standard-bearer that man, who, of all 
otbers, can most surely command our 
undivided strength. It is not my 
privilege to point him out. It is no 
man’s privilege to point him out; that 
already has been done. By common 
consent all eyes are turned in one 
direction. One man there is who, 
measured by the exigeucies of this 
occasion, stands full head and shoul- 
ders above all his comrades, and that 
man is William McKinley.  [Pro- 
longed applause.} There are many 
reasons why he should be nominated. 
In the first place he is true and tried 
and is no experiment. He has been 
a long time in publicservice. He has 
been identified with every great meas- 
ure of the Republican party in both 
field and forum. His tariff course 
has been one of patriotic conviction, 
and time will justify this conviction. |

This convention to-day means 500,- 
000 Republicans voters of Ohio have 
got together and are proud of their 
party and its principles, proud of its 
representation in official places, in 
both State and nation. We are proud 
of that conservative, patriotic man, 
General Harrison, who sits in the 
White House. [Cheers.] We are 
proud, too, of that brilliant, magnetic 
statesman, who has taught the law to 
Europe with respect to America, 
James G. Blaine. [Prolonged cheers, 
hat tossing and waving for over a 
minute.}] Weare proud also of the 
representation of Ohio in the Cabinet 
of the President of the United States, 
in the person of Charles Foster. [Ap- 
plause.] Weare proud of one great 
Senator who has served his State with 
such distinction that he justly enjoys 
the distinction of standing at the head 
of the grand men in the greatest leg- 
islative body on earth. ([(Cheers.} 
Ohio is the Lookout Mountain of the 
political battle upon! which we are en- 
tering, and William McKinley is the 
Joe Houker of the Republican party. 
[Cheers.] And we are the boys [laugh- 
ter] who intend to follow him up its 
steep and rugged mountain side and 
help him plant the flag of Republican- 
ism in triumph there [applause] and 
next year, inspired by this glerious 
achievement, all our columns from 
Maine to Oregon will be turned against 
the common enemy; and asto them 
it will be as Bragg in 1863. Their 
lines will be broken and before the 
resistless onslaught they will be 
swept back into the depths of defeat 
and despair.

“The party is in favor of regulated 
immigration; of liberal pensions to 
old soldiers and sailors, and to asound 
currency. It isin favor of gold and 
silver and also paper money based 
upon coin, all equal and at all times 
interchangeable; equal in fact and 
equalin law. Weare confronted by 
real danger, which prudent men of all 
parties should seek to avert before it 
is too late. Public credit and sound 
finance must be preserved, and every 
scheme to destroy it must be met with 
courage and intelligence and repelled 
by the mighty force of public opinion. 
Better risk defeat, which can only be 
temporary than capitulate with a dem- 
agogue, or surrender to despondency. 

**The platform indorses the pro‘ec- 
tive tariff. We have protected Amer- 
ican products and American labor. 
So long as foreign products can be 
found to tax, which compete with our 
own in our market, we propose to -tax 
them rather than tax our own. The 
Democratic party prefers to tax the 
domestic product rather than the im- 
ported. Their tariff legislation would 
benefit every country but our own. 
We follow in our tariff the political 
teaching of Washington and Hamilton 
and Clay and Webster and. Lincoln 
and Garfield. They pursue the fal- 
lacy of Cobden and Bright and Cal- 
houn and statesmen of the late South- 
ern Confederacy. They are pledged 
now to impede, if they can, the pros- 
perity of the country until after the 
next presidential election. That is 
their mission this year. Business dis- 
aster and reverses is the ladder of 
their hopes. Prosperity and content- 
ment among people bring them sure 
political defeat. Idle turnaces, dis- 
mantled factories, silent mines, un- 
employed workmen, general distress, | 
are sure harbingers of Democratic 
victory. They are discouraging in- 
dustrial activity through their press 
and orators. everywhere and every 
day, and it \ breaks their 
hearts to see any manifesta- 
tions of industrial advancement in 
the United States. They sneer 
at every attempt to establish new fac- 
tories and would gladly frown them 
down. It is the same sneer and frown 
which has been exhibited toward our 
industrial enterprises since 1861. But 
in spite of ‘hem we now lead the 
world in manufacturies, agriculture 
and mining, and will prosper under 
the new law in spite of their false 
omens and discouraging prophesies. 
Referring to the complaints among 
free traders about the increased du- 
ties under the new law, Major Mc- 
Kinley said thirty-three and one-third 


per cent of them are for the better 
protection of the American farmer ; 
twenty-eight are upon wine and spir- 
its which will hardly burden farmers ; 
five upon tobacco, an agricultural pro- 
duct. No like recognition of the agri- 
cultural industry can be found in any 
previous tariff legislation. While se- 
curing to the farmer a home market 
by the increased protection, the reci- 
procity clause is intended to extend 
his foreign market and upon terms 
more favorable than those accorded 


therefore can honestly claim our party 
has been a faithful servant of the peo- 
ple, and is fairly entitled to their con- 
fidence and support; but we do not 
rest our claims upon this alone. We 
invite the strictest scrutiny into the 
conduct of the present Republican 
administration of President Harrison. 
The recent Republican Congress, in 
connection with President Harrison, 
dealt with. all the leading domestic 
questions of the time and with’ the 
most important questions with foreign 
nations. Every one of these have 
either been settled or is on the 
settlement. The admin- 


listration of Cleveland settled noth- 


ing but the sublime egotism of 
Cleveland, his opposition to a protec- 
tive policy, his want of sympathy for 
Union soldiers and his narrow notion 
of finance and public credit.

It is a fair 
law, for it extends its benefits not only

Kinley bill more carefully and bene- 
ficially protects the farmer in his pro- 
ductions than any previous measure | 
of its kind and is inevitable in its 
effect in encouraging manufactures 
and will give to the farmer the best 
possible market: for his crops. ~The 
bill has received and will bear discus- 
sion and will improve on acquaint- 
ance. New features of the bill relat- 
ing to sugar and tin plate will 
soon demonstrate the most satis- 
factory results. The increased 
duty soon to be put upon tin 
plate will develop, and has already 
developed tin mines in several States 
and Territories, sothat we may con- 
fidentially hope in a short period, we 
will be sweetened by untaxed home 
sugar and protected by untaxed tin- 
plate. The arts of the demagogue, 
which were at the last election placed 
upon the credulous to deceive them as 
to the effects of the McKinley Dill, 
will soon return to plague the invent- 
ors of this Republican measure, with 
its kindred measures, reciprocity and 
fair pay to American ships wil! be 


‘among the boasted triumpbs of our 


party in which our Democratic friends 
will, as usual, heartily acquiesce. 
The State of Ohio is an important fac- 
tor in this great union of States and 
people, Ohiois a Republican State; 
one that has taken.a conspicuous part 
in the great drama of the past. Inan 
evil hour and under wild delusions, 
Ohio elected the recent Democratic 
Legislature.

DEATH VALLEY MYTHS. 


AsSeen by the Prospector With- 
eut Science to Guide Him. 


Now that the government scientific 
expedition has explored Death Valley 
and fully exposed the characteristics 
of that natural hothouse, one can be 
pardoned for-‘looking backward”’ and 
recalling the myths and extravagant 
stories that were rife with its early 
history. The writer recalls some of 
the first explorers that be was person- 
ally acquainted with, who twenty-five 
years ago ventured from one of Ne- 
vada’s mining camps, and, pushing 
southward into the unknown deserts 
uf that time, explored the borders of 
that desert of desolation. They re- 
turned in due time with samples of 


ore, containing gold and silver, cin- 
nibar and galena; specimens of dwarf 
vegetation, and palmetto Cactus, all 
of which was viewed with curiosity, 
and tke belief that such trophies 
would for years be rare to any but the 
hardiest and most adventurous pros- 
ectors. Among other curiosities 
heoderht back from the trip was a 
quantity of petrified wood, crystalized 
like agate in the natural bright colors 
of resinous pine, showing the rings 
of the tree as clearly as if just cut. it 
was sold for fifty cents a pound and 
by the skill of the lapidary wrought 
into beautiful ornaments and sent east 
as souvenirs from the early explorers 
of this, then wonderful and promising 
land. It was the romantic era of dis- 
covery. The air was filled with sto- 
ries of wonderful treasures that, in 
hidden places, were alluring the pros- 
pector to attempt hardship, and.even 
danger and death, to expose to the 
light, and turn into the commercial 
channels of the world. But the rep- 
tiles and insects of that strange sec- 
tion were looked upon with more than 
ordinary aversion. The rattlers were 
vicious and wicked looking and the 
‘‘side winders’’ with their erratic 
movements seemed more dangerous 
than they were. Thechuckwalla with 
its big, snake-shaped tail, was a hid- 
eous monster to pick upin the dark, 
and the sensation was terrifying when 
one threw one of them from his blank- 
ets for the first time. But they were 
harmless and the Ivanpah Indians 
considered them dainty food; and we 
were fully convinced that they were 
palatable when we came across an old 
‘mtomagayn td named ‘“Tex,’’ who roamed 
rom there to Arizona frequently, 
with no other food than the mesquite 
beans and lizards that he collected 
on his way. The scientists will probe 
ably find nu new species in the collec- 
tions sent to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, but they will appear strange and 
well repay a careful classification.

tho plaee he not only found the dam in 
«ts usual good condition, ‘but the cotton- 
wood pole and his overcoat had gone to 
‘yelp stop the gap he .had made and 
wcre now in the dam. 

Leaver houses are less common now 
than they used to be, partly because 
| eovers themselves are less abundant, 
»*t mainly beeause the presence of a 

‘sh beaver house betrays to the most 

icilled eye the existence of beaver in 

‘ ncighborhood. In the older dis- 
| tri:ts beaver now generally live in holes 
| in the banks of the streams they in- 
habit, though in some parts of the 
| Roeky mountains and in many places 
on this coast the sight of a beaver 
house is not uncommon. 

They are never placed in very deep 
water, for a base must be built for the 
house to stand on reaching up to the 
surface, since the chamber inhabited by 
‘ the occupants must be dry. The shape 
| of those houses which I have seen on 
'the shore approaches the conical. 
Those in the water are more irrerular, 
/sometimes only rounded, at others 
long and rather flat on top. Within 
each house, and connected with the 
| water by a concealed passage, through 
which the beaver pass to and fro, is the 
*hamber which is the animals’ dwelling 
'piace. It is large enough to contain 
| seven or eight of them, and high 
| »nough so that a beaver can convenient- 
| iy sit upon his haunches. It is warm, 

iry and clean, for the beaver is ex- 
| tremely neat in all its habits. 

The food of the beaver consists chief.- 
ly of the green bark of twigs and 
young limbs of various trees. Cotton- 
wood bark is preferred, then comes 
willow, then alder, but the bark of al- 
most any tree may be eaten. I have 
known them to eat pine and- white 
wdar The beaver often cuts down 
‘rees of very considerable size to ret at

| *elled the whole community attack and 
sut up the tender limbs, carrying them 
away tothe cache. ) 

Unlike many of our gnawing animals, 
the beaver does not sleep through the 
winter; he remains active, often ven- 
turing abroad during the whole of the 
cold weather. He must therefore have 
food, and a large part of the summer 
and autumn is devoted to securing this 
food and depositing it in caches. This 
food consists of the limbs and twigs of 
the trees most preferred by the beaver. 
They are cut from one and a half to 
three feet long, stripped of their leaves 
and smaller twigs,’carried to the water 
and floated to the cache, where they are 
sunk. And here comes avery curious 
point. These sticks are floated to the 
cache and are sunk by the beaver to the 
bottom of the water, where they remain 
without any apparent onchorage. They 
are not stuck in the mud of the bottoni, 
nor held down by weights. If you lift 
one to the surface it will float, but you 
may move it about on the bottom with- 
out its rising. m 

1 have myself tried this with sticks 
from which the bark has’ been eaten, 
but have never done so with green un- 
peeled limbs before the beaver had 
taken them into their houses. This 
matter tome is a very mysterious one, 
and I have never been able to get any 
hint as to how these sticks were sunk, 
All through the winter the beaver visit 
these caches, carry the sticks to their 
houses where they eat off the bark, re- 
turning the bare sticks to ‘the water. 
Sometimes it may happen that for some 
reason or other, the cache may not con- 
tain enongh to last the whole winter. 
In this ease the beaver, if possible, get 
on land through some air hole or piece 
of open water and then forage among 
the timber. Occasionally a combina- 
tion of scarcity and severe weather may 
oblige the colony to emigrate during 
the winter to some more favorable spot.
